The Past Caught Up 


Herbert Noble, known as “The Cat,” 
said he wanted to go straight. Others 
claim he withdrew from the gambling 
activities of Dallas, Texas, because he 
feared the gangsters he defied in a dis- 
pute over the amount of rake-off from 
the dice games he ran. Having incurred 
the wrath of gangland, with $10,000 
bounty on his head posted by the un- 
derworld, he sparred with the plots and 
plans of ruthless enemies attempting to 
take his life. He had been sent to a hos- 
pital several times. His wife hadbeen 
blown to bits by a bomb intended for 
him when it was planted in a car he 
usually drove. With fear for his life at 
every turn, and jumpy at every strange 
noise, the man lived on a farm outside of 
Dallas, trying to thwart the efforts of 
enemies. On the eleventh attempt they 
succeeded, when he and his car was 
blown to shreds as he stopped at his 
mailbox for the morning mail. He had 
played with danger, getting himself en- 
tangled with the world of hate and vio- 
lence so that his life was in jeojardy even 
when he wanted to withdraw from it. 
And in the simplest of morning duties 
he was brought to a violent death. 

Sin is not always so dramatically 
illustrated as in this case of “The Cat” 
of Dallas. But it always has its way of 
taking a toll of those who once engage 
in it. Its profits look good for a while; 
it seems to pay off in a reward of pleas- 
ure and satisfaction. Then when a man 
decides to turn away from the whole 
thing, lo and behold, he finds that the 
past clings to him, not easily letting him 
vo. He finds himself having to give ac- 
count for the things he did in sin. His 
body pays on the debt as it puts in its 
claim for the abuse and neglect that sin 
has induced. His mind does not quickly 
let go of the habits that have been his 
way of thinking and doing, his life hav- 
ing worn a groove of conduct to hold 
him in its path. And most important of 
all, his soul is marked by the sin he 
denies or shrugs off. When it comes up 
for attention, having been so long neg- 
lected, he finds it is left untrained for 
calling on its Maker. A sinner then finds 
himself hounded by his past, in body, or 
in mind, or in spirit—or in all three. And 
there is no way to dodge the issue when 
the things of earth are receding and the 
matters of the soul arise—in the form 
of impending death or in the utter frus- 
tration that comes at the end of a god- 
less life. As surely as The Cat met with 
his past, so surely shall every man meet 
his own past. 

The Apostle Paul wrote to the Gala- 
tians: “Be not deceived; God is not mock- 
ed: for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” (6:7). “God re- 
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quireth that which is past,’ wrote the 
Preacher in Ecclesiastes 3:15. “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die,’ preached the 
Prophet Ezekiel to a nation that had to 
be reminded they had a score to settle 
with God. (18:4). It sounds entirely 
relentless, that once having been en- 
tangled with the past, there is nothing to 
do but to take the consequences. But 
the gospel of our loving Lord, our great 
Redeemer, changes that; and every man 
can get his past settled with God. “All 
have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God,” and “There is none right- 
eous, no, not one,’ runs the Scriptures, 
thus putting all men on the same footing 
so far as the soul is concerned and in- 
dividual peace with God. But He came 
“to seek and to save that which was lost,” 
and “as many as received Him, to them 
gave He power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on His 
name.” (John 1:12). “Bruised for our in- 
iquities, wounded for our transgressions, 
the chastisement of our peace upon Him,” 
Jesus Christ our Lord has provided sal- 
vation for whosoever will accept. 

When the past steps up and taps us 
on the shoulder, notifying us that now is 
the time to settle the account—the man 
who has repented can sing with the 
song writer, “The old account was set- 
tled long ago.” For “if we confess our 
sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” (1 John 1:9). That bar- 
gain God Almighty has made with the 
souls of men through His immutable 
Word. Men can reject it to their own 
peril or accept it to their eternal sal- 
vation. Because so many who are well 
versed in the wisdom of this world do 
not believe in the atonement, the sacri- 
fice of Jesus on the cross of Calvary for 
siners everywhere, the truth of God 
has not been altered one whit. “He that 
believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” (John 3:36). Not a pic- 
ture of judgment, but a clarion call to 
believe and to be set free from the curse 
of sin, its power and it penalty. Though 
the wages of sin is death, “The gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” (Rom. 6:23). —M. M.

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Christian Building —

(Jude: 20-21) 


Here the writer of the Epistle turns 
from the painful picture of the judgment 
of the wicked to address the saints with 
one of the sweetest and loftiest mes- 
sages in all of the volume of inspiration. 
Note first the title he gives the saints. He 
calls them “beloved.” Of course, you 
know this word is used only when ad- 
dressing those for whom the greatest 
affection is held. This indicates fude’s 
attitude toward his fellow Christians. 
He held them high in his affections. This 
is the mark for true discipleship. This is 
an identification badge no hyprocrite 
can wear. 

In speaking of true discipleship, Jesus 
said: “By this:shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have Icve one 
to another.” (John 13:35). Again it is 
written: “We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, becduse we love 
the brethren.” (1 John 3:14). Thus we 
have in our love for our fellow members 
of the Body of Christ a two-fold witness 
to our experience and Christian status. 
One, by this WE know we have passed 
from death unto life. This is the personal 
witness in our own hearts. Two, by our 
love to the brethren ALL MEN shall 
know that we are the disciples of Christ. 
This is the witness the world gets from 
us. Can we with Jude truthfully call the 
members of the Body of Christ “be- 
loved”? Are they beloved to us? Are they 
high in our esteem and in our affections? 
“He that loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God whom 
he hath not seen?” (1 John 4:20). 


Having thus addressed his fellow 
Christians, Jude proceeds with an ex- 
hortation to build up themselves in their 
most holy faith. Here is a hint that there 
is more to the Christian life than the 
initial experience of conversion. Having 
accepted the Lord Jesus as our personal 
Saviour, we are to proceed to build up 
ourselves. It is obvious that Jude feared 
his fellow Christians might neglect this 
phase of their Christian duty. He seemed 
to see a possibility that the influence of 
false disciples may discourage this phase 
of Christian experience. Thus he exhorts 
them in tenderest tones, saying, “Beloved 
... build up yourselves on your most 
holy faith.” 

Just what Jude had in mind is made 
quite clear in the words of Peter in his 
second letter for the church, chapter 1, 
verses 5-8: “And beside this, giving all 
diligence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue knowledge; and to knowledge 
temperance; and to temperance patience; 
and to patience godliness; and to godli- 
ness brotherly kindness; and to brotherly 
kindness charity. For if these things be 
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in you, and abound, they make you that 

ye shall neither be barren nor unfruitful 
in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 


Thus we learn what is meant by build- 
ing up ourselves. It is not a physical cul- 
ture, but a building of our moral and 
spiritual selves, changing our unreliable 
natures for the virtues of Christ, crown- 
ing our worldly, secular knowledge with 
the knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ; 
trading our intemperance for the tem- 
perance of Christ, our impatience for 
His patience, our ungodliness for His 
godliness, our selfishness for His broth- 
erly kindness. 

Peter opens his comment on the build- 
ing up of one’s self by stating that to ac- 
complish this, one will need to give all 
diligence to success. In other words, this 
is not work for a slothful man. This 
building of Christian character is work 
that will be accomplished only by the 
diligent. Never be deluded into thinking 
you will, without effort on your part, 
automatically become a mature, well 
developed Christian. Please note that 
Jude says we are to build up ourselves. 
This is a personal responsibility. 

One more thought. See the foundation 
on which we are to build. It is our most 
holy faith. Elsewhere we are reminded 
that Jesus Himself is the only founda- 
tion, but that in no way violates what 
Jude is saying. Jude’s is the same state- 
ment. For Jesus is not only the OBJECT 
of all true faith; He is the AUTHOR of 
all true faith. Jude and Peter say the same 
things about the building program. Peter 
starts his building program with faith, 
saying, “Add to your faith virtue, and to 
virtue patience” and so on. Jude speaks 
in this fashion, “Build up yourselves on 
your most holy faith.” 

The thoughts presented here may be 
summed up in this saying: See that ye 
love one another with a pure heart, fer- 
vently, while ye build vour Christian 
life upon your most holy faith in Christ.

A New Way to Get Beneath the Surface 


It is planned that cancers too deep 
for treatment by normal methods will 
be attacked by ultra-high-energy X-rays 
to be produced by an eight-ton-atom- 
smasher the General Electric Company 
has recently shipped to the University of 
California medical center in San Fran- 
cisco. It is believed that this will enable 
physicians to treat deep cancers without 
the intervening healthy tissue being sub- 
jected to radiation burns. With this ray 
it is expected that the cancer can be 
destroyed without destroying vital parts 
in the path of the beam. Scientists have 
discovered that their ultra-~powerful 
beams of X-rays or particles will pass 
deep into tissue before they do any 
damage.

Gangland’s Grip On Business 

The Ketauvver report reveals that the 
racketeers are invading legitimate fields. 
They provide needed capital, in ex- 
change get a “front” to hide the profits 
of crime from the tax collector. During 
the 1920's and 1930’s hoodlum penetra- 
tion of labor unions threatened to dis- 
rupt entire industries. Now the threat 
is at the management end, the commit- 
tee says, with hoodlums holding posi- 
tions of power in at least 50 business 
fields. They invaded such business as 
drugs, advertising, hotels, restaurants, 
nightclubs, bars, the manufacture of 
gambling equipment, communications, 
real estate, newspapers, news _ service, 
radio stations, etc. God help this country 
when the “underworld” reaches the 
“upper world” and gets control of legit- 
imate business. 


New War Ships 

British Naval sources have reported 
that they have commissioned their first 
warship built to withstand atomic blasts 
and protect the crew from radiation. The 
ship, the Relentless, is a destroyer with 
superstructure converted to give maxi- 
mum protection to the crew. Designed 
as a sub hunter, it’s superstructure puts 
almost the entire crew under cover at 
action stations. It has an operations room 
equipped with a periscope which per- 
mits the captain to see the entire area 
around the ship. This would permit the 
vessel to enter an area where an atomic 
explosion had taken place without ex- 
posing the crew. 


Debt Per Capita 

Every baby born in the United States 
starts life owing $1,865 to the govern- 
ment—per capita share of $281,000,000,- 
000, federal and state debts. 

Super Carrier 

The Navy recently announced that 
they had awarded a contract for $218,- 
000,000 for construction of a new 59,900- 
ton super aircraft carrier 1,040 feet long. 

It will take 3 years to build and will 
be able to handle the large atomic 
bombers now in the design stage of 
development. The ships are getting ever 
bigger and more expensive. 

Speedy Bomber 

Barksdale Air Force Base reported an 
RB45 jet bomber averaged a speed of 
886 miles per hour—believed to be a rec- 
ord for that type of plane. 

This speed was made possible, it was 
explained yesterday, by a “jet air stream,” 
which traveled at a speed of from 225 to 
300 miles per hour. The stream is an air 
current which encircles the earth at cer- 
tain strata of the atmosphere. 
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New Bombers 


It was announced that the new B-52 
intercontinental bombers will have price 
tags of $21,354,211 each. The bomb 
sights alone will cost more than $250,- 
UJ0 each. 


This plane will have eight jet engines 
and will be able to climb to 50,000 feet. 


High Salaries 


Not so long ago a newspaper report 
was that one of the top comedians has 
signed a fabulous seven-year contract 
under which he would earn between 9 
and 10 million dollars. That is a lot of 
money for a lot ot nonsense. The salary 
tor one comedian could keep 1,000 mis- 
sionaries on the field. 


Moral Standards In Government 


Comptroller General Lindsay C. War- 
ren told senators there has been “an un- 
doubted weakening of moral standards” 
in government and out of it. He told the 
sub committee that during World War 
Il “shockingly low moral standards were 
exhibited by those concerned with war 
contracts, both in government and busi- 
ness. “Some high government officials 
made it the rule, rather than the excep- 
tion to accept cocktail parties, hotel bills 
and even transportation from contrac- 
tors while at the same time drawing 
travel expenses and allowances from the 
government,” he stated. “We saw them 
accepting outrageously expensive gifts 
from contractors. We saw contracting 
officers accepting without a blush, gratu- 
ities from those whose performance they 
were passing on for the government.” 


Russia Built 19,000 Planes 


The magazine Aviation Age says the 
Soviet Union produced 19,000 planes 
last year as compared to 3,000 turned 
out in this country. It further states that 
Russia’s MIG15’s are more heavily arm- 
ed and faster in the climb than “the 
best jets the USAF has in service.” Rus- 
sia’s heavy bomber, the TUG75, is said 
to be “well along in construction.” This 
is the Soviet prototype of the American 
B36 and is a potential atom bomb car- 
rier. Since 1946, when Soviet airmen and 
ground personnel alike were secretly re- 
inducted, the Russian flier has been told 
to consider war with the United States 
as a foregone conclusion, not a_possi- 
bility. As another prominent individual 
said, “It is not a question of if, but only 
when.” 


National Income $310,000,000,000 


A high mobilization official stated that 
the national income should approach 


$310,000,000,000 (310 billion) for this 


year; $325,000,000,000 for 1952 and $345,- 
000,000,000 for 1953. 

What a different world this would be 
if the people of America would dedicate 
10 per cent of their income for the Lord’s 
work. We could carry on an evangelistic 
and missionary program that could con- 
vert the world and save it from World 
War III and its destruction that will 
run into trillions. 


Atom Bomb vs. Earthquake 


A recent inquiry to the Sacramento 
Bee asked this question. “Is an Atomic 
Bomb Explosion comparable to an earth- 
quake?” The reply was that it wouid 
require one million conventional atom 
bombs to release as much energy as is 
released in a strong earthquake. Man- 
kind has not as yet been able to equal 
the destructive force of an earthquake. 
Atomic Engine 

A B36 will use 50 tons of gasoline to 
feed its 10 engines that weigh 25 tons. 
The U-235, the atomic fuel needed in 
such a plane, would weigh less actually 
than a single pound. This could fly the 
bomber over two million miles, 80 times 
around the world, and fly for months, if 
necessary without refueling. The one 
pound of atomic energy would take the 
place of over six million gallons of gaso- 
line. 


Sky Scraper 


Two huge concrete warehouses are 
being constructed at the Benicia Arsenal, 
about 40 miles northwest of San Fran- 
cisco, to store a new secret weapon 
called the Sky Sweeper. This weapon 
will automatically follow a target and 
fire without a human aid. The ware- 
houses alone will cost over five million 
dollars. 


Moral Standards at Lowest Level 


Dr. Holmes, pastor of the interde- 
nominational church of New York since 
1907 says “This is a diseased generation.” 
In more than forty years of church work, 
he says he has never seen moral stand- 
ards in America so low as they are now. 
People have lost the ability, literally, to 
distinguish between right and wrong; 
in this age anything goes . . . Something 
very serious has happened to the moral 
fiber of this generation. Like a human 
body a society can fall victim of a dis- 
ease and die of it... Americans are try- 
ing to live without God and it can’t be 
done. They have been trying it for about 
thirty years. But the laws of morality are 
as exact and inexorable as the laws of 
physics or chemistry. When they are 
violated, things go wrong - even to the 
extent of a terrible explosion . .. We are 
all at fault - the churches, the schools, 
and the parents in the home.”

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Do You Believe In Missions?

Do you believe in missions? If you are 
like Jesus you do. For one of His last 
commandments was to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature. Do you believe in missions? 
You do if you follow the apostles example, 
for they began in Jerusalem and reached 
out unto all nations, even unto Judea 
and Samaria and unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth. True, they began at home 
and so must we. Experience has proved

Every believer should be missionary- 
minded, for he would not possess the 
gospel today if it had not been for other 
believers who were foreign missionary 
in their outlook and in their ministry. 
Every church should be missionary in 
vision, for every church of the Christian 
era was the result of missionary effort. 
And that which gave the church of today 
its birth should be the contributing cause 
for the opening up of other churches in 
other parts of the world. 

The world has not changed greatly 
from the world of Bible times. Then 
there was idolatry and there were idola- 
trious priests. Now, as then, there is 
incense burned to strange gods. Today, 
as it was yesterday, men are still wor- 
shiping the sun, the moon, the planets, 
and all the hosts of heaven, bowing their 
knees to gods which have eyes and see 
not: ears which hear not; and lips that 
do not speak. 

It is said that the Greeks were so bent 
upon recognizing every god or goddess 
and were so fearful lest they should of- 
fend any that might have been omitted 
that they dedicated an altar in the city 
of Athens to the “Unknown God.” Said 
the Apostle Paul in his sermon from 
Mars’ hill, “I passed by, and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
scription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, 
him declare I unto you.” This to Paul 
was a challenge, and he forwith preached 
unto them Christ. 

Every heathen altar dedicated to gods 
known or unknown presents a challenge 
to the Christian missionary. Every pagan 
idol and every heathen temple consti- 
tutes a challenge to the Christian mes- 
sage. 

It is expected that sinners will not be 
interested in missionary work. It is to 
be assumed that half-hearted believers 
will have no zeal for missions. Whole- 
hearted Bible-loving believers believe in 


missions and follow in the footsteps of 


the Lord Jesus Christ, who was heaven's 
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missionary to earth. They follow in the 
footsteps of the Apostle Paul, who made 
three great missionary journeys to es- 
tablish the gospel in the uttermost parts 
of the then known world. 

The early believers were missionaries 
and the early churches were missionary 


churches. They believed firmly that the 
world is lost without Christ and that the 
only hope of a lost world is in Jesus. 


They could do no less and do their best 
to spread the good news that Christ the 
Saviour had come and that all who be- 
lieve in Him are delivered from all their 
offences. We can do no better, and cer- 
tainly we ought to do no less, than fol- 
low the example of the early church in 
its missionary zeal and endeavors. 


Preaching the Gospel In Communist China

I have recently received letters in- 
forming me of conditions in China and 
Tibet as they affect our work there. Our 
Assemblies ought to know of these 
things so as to pray intelligently for the 
two missionaries still there and the 
thousands of national workers and 
Christians who remain faithful through 
great dangers. 

First, I quote from the editorial com- 
ment of the New China Daily News, the 
Communist newspaper in Nanking, until 
recently the capital of China. “Protes- 
tantism and Catholicism have both had a 
long history in China. Unfortunately, 
since the very beginning, they have been 
manipulated by imperialism, especially 
American imperialism. With religion as 
their plea, the imperialists seized our 
people's land; houses and other proper- 
ties and poured out their goods to our 
country. Really they have substituted 
God, Christ and Maria by Truman, Ach- 
eson and Austin. They have attempted 
to convert China into a colony and in- 
clined to enslave us and our thoughts by 
the trick of offering us money or other 
small favors. Camouflaged by their re- 
ligions they have engaged in espionage 
work for the imperialists. They misund- 
erstood the true idea of their religions 
and instigated our Christians and _stu- 
dents in Christian schools not to love 
China but to love the United States.” 
This is a sample of what lies are being 
fed to China to enrage her people 
against America and preachers of the 
gospel. 

Second, I quote a letter from a mis- 
sionary just escaped from China to U.S. 
A. The name is withheld lest Red spies 
use it to harm the work in China. “The 
Government attitude toward preaching 
the gospel, according to their own words 
is that they are not against the pure 
doctrine of the Lord Jesus Christ, (but 
I don't believe it) but it must not be 
attached to any foreign influence. Public 
worship must be confined to churches 
and perhaps believers’ homes, not sup- 
posed to preach on the street nor hand 
out tracts in public. In some places 


churches have been taken and the gov- 
ernment has used them for their meet- 
ings. The big Quaker church in Nanking 
has been used by them on one occasion al- 
though the members were much against 


it and requested them to use the school 
building. Also a large independent Chi- 
nese church was used by them for their 
theatricals. In some country places the 
churches have been taken over entirely 
by the Reds. In Kiangpu they used our 
chapel a long time for meetings and 
living quarters. We held our meetings 
in a small side room. Now I understand 
they do not use the chapel but are try- 
ing to get permanent possession, but in 
vain the last I heard. 

“As far as [ know the most of the peo- 
ple are not in favor of the government. 
Some even dare to openly curse them. 
Some who formerly thought it was a 
good thing now have their eyes open. 
The farther south one goes the less the 
people are submitting. We noticed that 
all the officials we came in contact with 
in Canton were northerners. The agent 
of the China Travel Service told me they 
were not submitting in Canton, also that 
Christianity was growing despite oppo- 
sition. Brother Nathan, a leading Pente- 
costal preacher who runs an orphanage, 
told me he cannot live under the Red 
sovernment. For the first time in 40 years 
he has to pay taxes, so high he cannot 
pay. Some neighbors are interceding for 
him, but how it will end God knows. 
Kiangpu and Kaowang works are con- 
tinuing. Kaowang especially is very en- 
couraging, 100 attending. In Kiangpu 
a young woman the Lord healed looks 
after the work assisted by John, who, 
though opposed by Communists, still is 
faithful. In one place a man wanted to 
accuse me to the government that I had 
defrauded him of two years salary. He 
tried to get a Christian to testify against 
me, but was ordered out of the house. 
The work is still going on, but only in the 
buildings. 

“Miss U. is still at her station though 
our missionary secretary wants her to 
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come out. His request was the cause of 
our coming home. I understand some of 
our North China workers are still carry- 
ing One 


on. full-time worker was 
given a plot of land which other 


Christians cultivate for him so he can 
preach, even going to distant places for 
meetings. The Bible Institute is still in 
session though having much trouble fi- 
nancially. Houses need repair. Several 
self-supporting students went from Nan- 
king and _ vicinity;» one, a girl whose 
father had been beaten to death after 
starving four days. Any heathen who has 
a grudge can easily get a Christian kill- 
ed. A widow and her daughter, mission- 
aries to China 40 years who have done 
much work for the Lord, was accused by 
some of their Chinese workers of de- 
frauding them. The Communist papers 
made much of it, saying she had fleeced 
them. Result, they are not permitted to 
attend their church. They wanted to 
leave China, but don’t know if they will 
be allowed. Before a foreigner can leave 
he has to apply for a permit, and if any- 
one has a grudge it has to be satisfac- 
torily settled. After the permit is grant- 
ed he has to publish it in the newspaper 
three days. Then five days later he can 
leave if all claims are settled. So far our 
missionary home in- Shanghai, now 
leased to the Salvation Army, has not 
had trouble.” 


Third, a letter from La-wrangs “Your 
February letter arrived some time ago, 
but have delayed answering for various 
reasons. One being that I waited to talk 
with Hsia and Hsiong about opening a 
work in interior Tibet. Hsia does not 
think he will be able to go soon, perhaps 
next year. He asks definitely that we all 


Russian Brethren Making New Home In U. S.

pray with them for the Lord to confirm 
His Word with signs following as in 
Bible times in this ministry. Hsiong will 
do all he can to help get this work 
started. 

“You know about financial restrictions. 
We are grateful for what we can receive 
from time to time for our personal needs. 
With the emphasis put on self-support, 
etc., the folks have got down to business. 
Thank God He is helping them carry 
on. Soon after writing the above we were 
told by the chief of police not to sell 
any of our things. Later we received a 
receipt for our radio and were told to 
preach only in our home chapel, not on 
the street as formerly. Thank. God for 
the few who come in from time to time 
to hear the Word. May God by His 
Spirit touch their hearts, and the Lord 
in His own way provide for Hsia. 

“Letters from the District Council say 
they have sent in their papers for reg- 
istration for the District and local as- 
sembly. They hope to have District 
Council this fall D. V. Here we are wait- 
ing for the necessary forms to register 
this assembly. We continue to look to 
the Lord about moving on afterward.

(Formerly in San Francisco) 
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cities and towns. The people were 


known as members of the Pentecostals 
of Evangelical Faith. Soon there were 


over 400 churches. The fire of Pentecost 
was spreading more and more in many 
parts of Russia. This was followed by 
persecutions by the Communists. Min- 
isters were imprisoned, and many active 
members of the churches were sent to 
concentration camps, including Brother 
Voronaeff, who died in one of these 
camps. 

Led by the Holy Spirit, these groups 
of Pentecostals in Russia broke into 
smaller groups and spread themselves 
throughout the country, preaching the 
full gospel at every opportunity. They 
gradually reached the border of China. 
Quite a number of them crossed the bor- 
der and settled in the province of Sing- 
kiang. The horrors of Communism 
spread further and further, finally reach- 
ing Singkiang and forcing these people 
to flee once again. Having fled once from 
their persecutors, they could not expect 
any mercy from them if they were 
caught. 

Through the help of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Department of the Assemblies of 
God, assistance was given to these ref- 
ugees, and 230 persons safely reached 
Shanghai, on the coast. But a few months 
later, they had to flee before the Com- 
munists for the third time. They were 
evacuated by the United Nations to 
the International Refugee Organization 
Camp in the Philippines. A group of 45 
persons came to the United States, and 
the rest went to Paraguay. 


San Francisco became the center of 
their new life. They have all secured jobs 
and have succeeded in finding apart- 
ments to live in. A house has been rented 
in the center of the Russian-speaking 
community of San Francisco. The lower 
floor is being made into a sanctuary, 
while the upper floor is occupied by 
some of the refugees. The remodeling of 
the lower floor into a church is quite an 
undertaking, for the refugees do not 
have the means to secure the equipment 
readily. They are working at this not 
only for themselves, but also out of con- 
cern for the many hundreds of Russian- 
speaking people living in the district 
who could become acquainted with the 
church and visit the services and even- 
tually unite with the group. 

Brother A. A. Gouroff is the pastor 
of the Russian Pentecostal Church of 
Evangelical Faith, 880 Kansas Street.

“Unaccustomed As | Am-"" | 


“Will you speak to the Christ’s Am- 
bassadors?” 

Next time the president of your group 
asks this question why not answer, “Tl 
try”? Even if you never before have at- 
tempted to speak in public, by the help 
of the Lord you can learn. to deliver 
Bible-centered messages which will be 


a blessing to your listeners and your- 
self. 


Since you meet with the same C.A. 
group every week and know the mem- 
bers so well, you probably discovered 
long ago that they have needs and prob- 
lems akin to yours. So it’s God’s Word 
which has been particularly helpful to 
you. 

Perhaps in your private devotions re- 
cently the story of some Biblical charac- 
ter made a strong impression. Perhaps 
a Bible chapter, or just one verse has 
become precious to you. There's your 
germinal idea. 

Let’s say, for example, that you feel 
the Lord would have you use as a text, 
“I can do all things through which 
strengtheneth me.” Philippians 4:13.

Having decided what to talk about, | 
how do you go about finding what to 
say? 

Here’s one old negro minister’s secret 
of power as a preacher. “I reads myself 
full. I thinks myself clear. I prays myself 
hot. And then J lets go.” 


In using this formula, start reading 
the verses immediately surrounding the 
text to be sure of its setting and meaning. 
Then branch out. The very fact that Paul 
spoke these words can keep you tracing 
the trials and triumphs of his life for 
hours. For instance, Paul’s frequent ad- 
dresses before unsympathetic mobs and 
individuals give abundant proof of your 
text's validity. The reading of these ac- 
counts will strengthen and inspire you 
as you anticipate talking just with 
friends. 

In branching out from the original 
Scripture, marginal references will help 
you find your way about the Bible. Look, 
too, in the concordance under various 
forms of the word “strength” for pertin- 
ent verses, 


Scripture searching is so facinating 
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that it’s easy to become diverted in some 
interesting, but secondary, theme. To 
guide your study, jot down a few ques- 
tions similar to the following: Under 
what conditions may Christians claim 
divine strength? How much strength does 
God promise? How can my friends and 
I apply these promises to life’s circum- 
stances? 

Intensive Bibie reading takes time. 
So why not start soon after you consent 
to speak and spread it over several days? 
It's easier to find a few spare minutes 
rather than several hours. And between 
these brief periods the Word will become 
real and precious as you meditate on it. 

During daily routine, too, your mind 
will reach out after other material. Per- 
haps as you walk to work you'll remem- 
ber long-forgotten happenings. Thoughts 
will flash back into your memory. Some- 
thing somebody told you long ago, or 
even recently, will take on new mean- 
ing. Dont become too lost in your 
thoughts, however, and forget to look 
in the newspaper and all about for fresh 
timely happenings. 

The accumulated facts, impressions, 
and ideas will make you wonder at your 
former hesitancy in trusting the Lord to 
help you find enough to say. You won't 
use all the material at the “letting go” 
stage. But what is knewn and left un- 
said will add power and vigor to the 
spoken word. And youll find yourself, 
under inspiration of the Holy Spirit, say- 
ing things you never intended to say. 


Clear expression comes from clear 
thinking. And this is hard work. Sort 
your material. Ponder until you know 
exactly what to say. Talk aloud, if you 
must, to be sure your thoughts sound all 
right. Then, to clarify and fix them in 
your memory, write. 


Outlines range from the very order- 
ly word-for-word type, to a few sug- 
gestive words and the necessary Scrip- 
ture references scratched on a scrap of 
paper. Experienced speakers use both 
types of outlines. Which is best suited to 
your needs is a matter of experiment. 
In general, however, it is best for the 
beginner to have good notes close by in 
case nervousness or other distractions 
befog the mind.

When new officers are elected in the 
annual or semiannual business meeting, 
they should not assume the office to 
which they have elected immediately 
but should do so after an installation 
service has properly acquainted them 
with the office and their responsibility 
in discharging the duties required of it. 

The installation of officers need not 
be an entire service. It could follow im- 
mediately after the business meeting, or 
it could take place in the early portion 


negro’s way of expressing utter depend- 
ence on the unction and anointing of the 
Holy Spirit. No matter how adept you 
may become at gathering and presenting 
material, all will be futile without con- 
stant prayer. 

Master the three essentials of an ef- 
fective ministry—preparation, practice 
and prayer. 

Then the talks you give at C.A. meet- 
ing might possibly be the doorway into 
fulltime service for you. Someone has 
said, “Preachers are made, not born.” 
And if you remain a layman your time 
will be well spent, too. The need for 
Bible-centered messages pointing to 
Christ as Saviour and Strengthener of 
Christians continues year after year in 
C.A. meetings. Your faithfulness in this 
sphere may lead to further opportuni- 
ties in other Christian, and even non- 
Christian, groups. 

For most beginners the fruits of learn- 
ing to speak for the Lord in public seem 
too far distant and uncertain to offset 
the courage and effort involved. But 
the results do justify the effort. 


A C.A. 1 know tells about one of his 
first attempts. He didn’t manage at all 
to say what he expected or should have 
said. But somehow the truth of the 
Scripture text did register. The asser- 
tion of a fellow C.A. after the service, 
that he would never forget the verse, 
partially relieved the bitterness and 
finality of the thought: “That ‘sermon’ 
proves I'll never make a speaker. After 
this Ill keep my seat.” 

A few months later the discouraged 
C.A. found an envelope in the mail box 
with the “text” imprinted on it. The 
letter from his pal, now in a distant city, 
indicated that the Scripture verse cer- 
tainly hadn’t been forgotten. It was pro- 
viding wisdom and strength in dealing 
with current serious problems. 

Here, at last, was encouragement 
enough for that C.A. to try again.

of the first service after the business 
meeting. 

For the installation service, it would be 
well for the pastor to be in charge. If 
possible, it might be nice to invite your 
sectional C.A. representative to come 
and have a part in the service. The 
church deacons should also be present. 

The value of the installation service 
is that it helps create a feeling of godly 
responsibility in the new office holder 
and makes him feel that he is something 
besides one of the winners in a young 
people’s popularity contest. 

The service itself should consist of 
songs, Scripture, an exhortation and 
charge to the new officers, presentation 
of the officers of the group, special 
prayer for them. 

Songs which deal with Christian serv- 
ice would be most appropriate on the 
program. The Scripture reading should 
include such passages as 1 Timothy 4:12 
and 2 Corinthians 5:20. An Old Testa- 
ment portion, such as Numbers 11:16, 17 
and 24-29, 1 Kings 2:1-10, or other suit- 
able one, could be read. 

The exhortation and charge could 
deal with the importance of our posts as 
Ambassadors of Christ. We stand be- 
tween the loving, living Christ and lost, 
dying world with the ministry of recon- 
ciliation. 

The officers of the C.A. group are its 
leaders and, as such, have an added 
responsibility of being an example of 
the believers. The importance of their 
lives having the anointing touch of the 
Spirit of God upon them should be 
stressed. They are not to feel that they 
are the bosses of the other young people, 
but rather chief servants. 

Unity of the C.A. group with the rest 
of the church should be mentioned. It 
is their privilege to work together with 
pastor and deacons for the growth of the 
church young people. They will co-oper- 
ate in all the efforts of the church in 
any way they can. 

Faithfulness in private devotions, as 
well as in public worship, should be em- 
phasized. 

A word of commendation and ap- 
preciation to the outgoing officers would 
be in order just before presenting the 
new officers. The new officers would 
be called by name, introduced to the 
group by their official title. A brief word 
of testimony from each would be accept- 
able.

Samoa M. H. Luce 


The School is under Way 


The Sea Bees have arrived in Samoa! 
Doubtless you know this part of the U.S. 
Navy is always busy building wharves, 
harbors, airstrips and many other types 
of construction. But these Sea Bees did 
not come to build; they came to tear 
down. 


Maybe you are wondering what the 
arrival of Sea Bees has to do with mis- 
sionary work. Ordinarily there is no con- 
enction at all. but since their duty is to 
tear down the old navy radio towers 
rising over 450 feet above the harbor, 
that point has something to do with our 
work. It is now the future plan to use 
scrap steel in the construction of the 
frame and trusses of the Pago Pago 
Christian School. Some months ago it 
was learned that cement would no long- 
er be available to finish the school, the 
foundation of which was made ready 
last December. We are especially thank- 
ful for the money that came in to pay 
for the 150 bags of cement on hand. 
This will be used to construct the porch 
' foundation, and some will be used te 
secure steel to the main wall foundation. 
A truck will haul coral sand to fill up 
the space inside the main foundation. 

Just across the road in front of the 
school property, a winding, steep road 
leads to the bombproof building in 
Happy Valley, a small canyon part way 
up the mountain. Here, during the war, 
were quarters built by the armed forces, 
the bombproof communications build- 
ing. All the other buildings have been 
torn down; but this one, with its seven 
rooms and no windows, and walls one 
foot thick, was too much to tear down. 
_ Jt has only one door. There are electric 
blowers, but the motors are made for 
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three-phase power. We have only single- 
phase power, so we cannot use the sys- 
tem for fresh air. The Government has 
rented us a large air compressor and air 
hammer with drills to break more win- 
dows in the thick walls and to make 
more doors. This building will be the 
future Bible school department and the 
headquarters of all our Assembly of God 
work in Samoa. After the school build- 
ing near the bay is finished, our boys 
and girls will enroll. 

After the rented bull-dozer pushed the 
dirt away some months ago, our people 
cleaned up the inside, and we started 
“cottage” prayer meetings. At first only 
six or seven people attended. Last Sun- 
day night we counted over 100. Fathers 
and mothers and boys and girls, all 
gathered to learn more about Jesus. In 
one big room the fathers and mothers 
listen to a Bible sudy, and pray. In the 
other big room about 60 boys and girls 
gather for junior church. The older boys 
teach Bible lessons and choruses. They 
also learn how to make Bible posters 
from the old greeting cards which have 
been sent to us.

TAKING THE ROLL OUT OF 
ROLLING SEAS 
Byd GAT. Bol Students. sx. 

Stanford University engineers are de- 
veloping a stabilizer which will take 
the roll out of rolling seas. It’s an old 
idea. Sir Henry Bessemer invented some 
such a stabilizer in the last century. The 
Stanford invention’s purpose is to pro- 
vide a steady platform for naval weapons 
and aircraft carrier landing. And it may 
prove a boon as a preventative of sea- 
sickness. 

The theory of the stabilizer was de- 
veloped more than a decade ago by Dr. 
Nicholas Minorsky. Two large tanks are 
installed on opposite sides of the ship. 
The tanks are partially filled with water, 
and the bottoms are connected across 
the ship by a duct. The instant the ship 
begins to roll. a sensitive instrument, 
called an angular accelerameter, flashes 
a signal which immediately starts pumps 
that force water through the transfer 
duct to the tank on the side where the 
roll started. 


As was said before, this is not a new 
idea. It is even older than the world 
itself. There is a source or power that 
can take all the roll and seasickness out 
of life. That power is God. If all man- 
kind could only realize that the One 
who stilled the storms of the Sea of 
Galilee, Who has lifted many a sinking 
soul from the waves of sin and placed 
them upon the Rock Christ Jesus, then 
both their physical and their spiritual 
sicknesses would be ended. 

Men are tired of the seasickness of 
this life. They are weary with fighting 
the storms of time just waiting for some- 
one to point them to the ark of safety, 
Jesus Christ. It is time for us who have 
the secret and access to the source (the 
sospel) from which all seasickness may 
be cured to let the way be known.

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ACCORDING TO INSURANCE 


RECORDS 


Interesting facts given by Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Information Service. 

New York, N. Y.—Korean war deaths 
caused a sharp rise in mortality among 
American males of military age during 
the first three months of 1951, according 
to Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany statisticians. Among the company’s 
male industrial policyholders at ages 
20-24 the mortality rate was about 50 
percent higher than it was for the first 
quarter of 1950. 

As a result of the Korean war losses 
and a widespread outbreak of respira- 
tory disease at home, the death rate for 
males at all ages was five percent higher 
than that for the same period last year. 
In contrast, for females the rate was 
lower by a fraction of a percent. 

Concerning the respiratory outbreak, 
which brought higher death rates from 
pneumonia and influenza, the statisti- 
cians report, “There were fears at the 
beginning of the year that the epidemic, 
which affected large areas of the world, 
might prove to be catastrophic in char- 
acter. These fears are now allayed by 
the subsidence of the outbreak.” 

Mortality from the diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels, and from cancer 
and diabetes, was higher than last year 
for the three-month period. Part of 
the increase, it was noted, probably 
resulted from the high prevalence of 
the respiratory diseases. 

Tuberculosis, however, continued its 
downward trend, with a death rate one 
fifth lower than the previous all-time 
first quarter minimum recorded in 1950, 
Likewise, new low first-quarter rates 
were established for the principal com- 
municable diseases of childhood, the 
complications of pregnancy and_ child- 
birth, and for appendicitis and gastritis.
